1 had been teaching In tbo city of 

, thirty mlloo from home, when 

the auddan breaking way of mother's 
health called mo nearer her. 

ClrenmBlanees donii*!l tlio abundon- 
ment of raoiiey-<iuri,iii{^ finployiiifut to 
the home life I might at tbU tlmo do- 
ilre, so In order to be at home part ot 
the tim^ and itUI be sbls to •maka 
both endi meat," I made applloatlon 
for the idhool in our odjolnlDg dis- 
trict • 

Father's farm wna bounded on tho 
south by the line dlWdlog tlio dlstrlots, 
and our nearest neighbor wiia the 
(raoauror of "No. 10." 

On tho next fnrin lo him. und cor- 
nering Willi oiii's. livnl n widow wlUi 
three sturdy boya, u Koud loiiui, two or 
three cows, some pigs and poultry, and 
fc morlgaged farm for her possessions. 

The treasurer of "Xo. 10," whom wo 
•rtU call Smith by wity ul dcHignation, 
held the mortgage oii tlila (arm. IIo 
also was the possessor of three boyii. 
lltUe sharp, quick, bluok-eyod follows. 
In marked contrast to tho sloir, steady, 
Arm, falr-hnlred sons of tho widow.

Now (nihorlind always opposed our 
atlondlni; (liii- .schuui inoottngi (I iuivu 
roferencu lu molhor and sister and 1). 
but I, having hud to |iush out and 
make my way at an coHy ago, had ac- 
quired a wny of tbinicing and doing 
not altogether aocnrdlnj^ to fnllior'a 
Illilng. 1 had allondod. with our lioigh- 
bor wnauHi, our uwa hcIiooI nioolin^',

Now he was a county physician, and 
I found that some of tho»o wei-e old iic- 
«oanta which bad run long enough U/ 
be outlawed, and which never bad and 
never would bo iii escnlod; so all siadi 
papers 1 put in tlio drawer for furtlio;- 
considoratlon. aud by wording wilii 
might and miia I was throuRli by 
three o'ilbofc. a liolr-iiM l'-waa.

I never know what was done beloro

When 1 attained the a;,'e of 
eight years I did not know one leiior. 
I know mother tried several plans — 
using what is now called the woi-.l sys- 
tem — and all Hoomed to bj boyond my 
darkened comprehension. I'liil was 
reading In the third reader, with our 
sister, four years my seulor, for his 
teacher. 

"Mother was a very busy woman, 
but she gave lue all tho time slio could, 
.^lie alwayH bpoku of my final 
triumph, . and this Inspired mo to 
press on. / tried hard, hut I 
could not fix or retain the nanu 
ot letters, but I had loomed tbo forms 
and oould make them in regular order. 
I somo way started wrong. I could 
not understand that those characters 
could represent sounds. I saw they 
wore composed of straight and curved 
linos, and angles, eto., bat I bellovo 
now i thon^rlit that In foine mysterious 
way Ihoy iccrc sotauh lo otliord. Some- 
tlmos I grew dlseonrngod beyond 
measure, aud mother's faith in my pos- 
slbillUes waa the only thing to which 
I oould ollng at such times. 

**Our houso was a i;ood-dizcd log 
cabin with two rooms below und one 
large one al'ove, colled overhead with 
rough boartls nailed to log rafters 
faced on the lower aido. This roo m 
was the sleeping apartment for ihc 
wliolo family. 

"1 wont f? h^d early on the seventh 
of Octobor, tho olghl'.i was my birth- 
day, but I oould not sleep. The obll- 
dren were all In bed, and now I hoard 
father and mother oomlng up slairn. 
Father said: 

" •Dm. did 1 toll you that school be. 
gins ni xt wook?' Mother said ho had 
not, and then all was atlU till I heard 
mother slgb. and I thought, tbnt'i be- 
cuuto I can't leara like other folks, 
and I pulled tho qulIt up around my 
face and cried. 

"Then father said: 'How many oti 
the ohopa will go this year, do you j 
think?' He always left all such mat- 1 
lorH to mother. Now father iiovor 
hiul Imil a hit of patleneo willi Uiv tlt;tl- 
nes.f, iind was alwayn furloinly i;.';u«- , 
l>eraled wilb my futile atlonipts to 
master the alpliabot, so 1 dreaded to 
hour mori! of their conversation, and , 
yot I ll.-.k'iied hroHthlossly. Soon 
mother- loplivd: 'Of roiir.so I'rii should 
go, aud Mho ihou;;hl Thil nii;;iil (,mj Ibis 
term, but sho thought Douglass had 
batter ttay at homo to help her with ' 
tie little -ones,' I knew what aba had I 
tried to keep from admitting, and.ao. 
did father, and lie aald that it I 'MUld 
do any good at helping at homo I was , 
better tlo ro, as I would bo no better |

'I'll teach you t» play 
the dunce.' 

"lie led mc> )iy tlio shoulder Into llie 
ctablo lo uli.'io lli.fo hull,' iL louir 
Strap, uud said: 'Why didn't yo-.i loll 
that you knotv ovory letter?' and he 
laid tho strap on ino hcjvy and hurd 
till I thni^'lil I i.iiould die. then ho 
said: 'Xoiv :;o »iiy your lellcrs 1 1 
your inoliKr or I'll i;ivo you ai:othfr 
wliippin;; woi'do lii:iii thi,*.' 

"Sulllcc It to say looiild hardly make 
my way to tho houso with my sinartlni; 
body nud my sense of th.e wrong dono 
me. for I realized that fnthi r thought I 
had deceived mother. 

"1 could not iitto:- a word. I had not 
shed a toar- 1 just i.loo.l at tho door 
looking at mother, ns she said, 'as 
palo OS a fboatt' (il) lathw am aqd 
pushed mo in. His told- •ail%]'vp|itj 
ho had seen and done, and then oom- 
miinded mo to 'say my latt^ 
1 remumbcc mother grAW ' pal 
spoke low. 'Jacob, you've wronged 
Douglass,' that la all I remombor. lor 
several daya 

"At the end of two weeks I was up 
ag;iin, and bt^foro long I tended tho 
b:iby and lielped aljout the house. 
iSlill father watched mo with distrust, 
and I can't tell bow desolate tfolt. 
Tho last three months of tha t«rm I 
w cnt to school, ard the whole of the 
uoxt term of eight months. 

The next year we had a little, fiery- 
tempered man for our teacher, who, I 
fancied, took a dIsUke to ma the min- 
ato ha aaw my red IMid and: iraekl'-d 
face. Before tho second week was 
over he sent ine homo with a note to 
father, stating that he would coll on 
him that evening, to counsel with re- 
gard 10 his son Douglass.
